Made of asbestos fibers, mineral pigments, and asphaltic or resinous 
binders, Armstrong’s Asphalt Tile is tough and durable. In actual use in 
homes, stores, and public buildings it has proved its ability to withstand 
the wear of heavy traffic for years.

Armstrong's Standard Asphalt Tile is recommended for general use in 
most buildings. It is manufactured in 9x9” size in two gauges—4” and 
%46”. Three plain and nineteen marbleized patterns are available. The eight 
patterns marked with an asterisk (*) are also supplied in 18x24” tiles for 
use in borders, and these eight patterns plus three other plain colors are 
supplied as feature strips 24” long, 1”, 2”, and 3” wide. 

All the colors in the Armstrong Asphalt Tile Line are harmonized so that 
any pattern will make a pleasing combination with any other pattern. An 
additional decorative advantage is provided in the marbleized patterns by 
Armstrong's exclusive nondirectional swirl graining.

It can be used with Stand- 
ard Asphalt Tile to carry out the floor design if certain areas of a floor are 
subjected to grease conditions while other sections are not.
